enemy” business in Chicago appears to 
be getting increasingly precarious. 

Harrassed by the government's cam- 
paign against income tax violators, by 
the prosecution of old charges, and by 
gangland bullets, the city’s “public 
enemy” list of “active’’ members has 
been steadily decreasing since its issu-| 
ance last April 23 by the Chicago 
crime commission. 

Since the list was published almost 
all of the original 28 major “enemies” 
have felt the wrath of the law in one 
form or another, Ralph Capone, 
brother of “Scarface Al” Capone, and 
Jack Guzik, business manager for the

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THE ROW IN AUSTRALIA 


Australia’s new Governor - General 
finds himself the centre of a lively contro- 
versy, with a strong prospect that his ap- 
pointment will develop into a political 
issue. 

No objection has been made that Sir 
Isaac Isaacs was not a suitable choice, if 
the choice was to be given to an Austra- 
lian. But there is a very considerable, and 
very inststent protest against the appoint- 
ment of any Australian, and it is backed 
by the opinions of some constitutional 
authorities that the appointment made is 
invalid. 

The objectors urge that a non-Austra- 
lian is preferable, because he would have 
no party obligations to consider and would 
thus be free from any suspicion of parti- 
sanship. Sir Isaac may not be open to 
suspicion on that ground, but there is no 
guarantee that a successor might not be 
chosen who would be a politician first and 
His Majesty's representative second. 

Whatever comes of it, the scrimmage 
in which our Australian friends are in- 
dulging will do nothing to add to the dig- 
nity of the position nor to strengthen 
public confidence in the impartial status 
of the occupant. Canadians will see in 
the occurrence a reason for satisfaction 
that the Government of this Dominion 
is to recommend the appointment of an 
outsider to succeed Lord Willingdon. 


‘THE HALF-HOLIDAY NOT INVOLVED 


The curious argument is advanced 
that should the city council relax the pre- 
sent regulations and permit business 
places to be kept open on Wednesday 
afternoons, store employees would there- 
by be deprived of their weekly half-holi- 

ay. 

But the five-and-a-half day week for 
clerks was not established by order of the 
city council, nor by the plebiscite at 
which the electors of the city approved the 
present regulations. That limitation was 
written into the laws of the province by 
act of the provincial legislature, and no 
action of the city council could release the 
merchants from the restriction, even sup- 
posing council to be so minded. 

But, it is stated, the law could not be 
enforced. And why not? It is the busi- 
ness of both the Provincial Government 
and the civic authorities to see that it is 
enforced; and the clerks could surely be 
depended upon to lodge a prompt protest 
if it were violated. As an immediate and, 
effective penalty, there would be nothing 
to prevent the council withdrawing the 
proposed concession and ordering the 
stores closed again on Wednesday after- 
noons if the merchants refused to obey 
the law. 

So far as that particular phase of the 
question is concerned, the length of the 
store week has nothing to do with the 
length of the clerks’ working week. The 
city council did not give them the half- 
holiday, and could not take it away from 
them if it tried. 


FIGHTING THE “REDS” 


Militant citizens of New York have 
launched an offensive for the suppression 
of Communism. They would prevent 
Communist candidates seeking entry into 
Congress. 

This of course is none of Canada’s 
business. But it is doubtful if commu- 
nism can be suppressed in that way. 
“Fighting the devil with fire” is bad strat- 
egy; fire is his natural element. Adopting 
Moscow’s methods will hardly convince 
United States “Reds” that Moscow is 
wrong; nor will it convince anyone else. 

Communism is a snare and a delusion. 
Where it has been tried it has always re- 
sulted in a ghastly tragedy. Given a com- 
munity of angels, no doubt a communistic 
state would be angelic; and there it would 
not be needed. But we don’t happen to 
have any community of angels on this 
earth. Russia certainly is not to be char- 
acterized in that way. 

And for the matter of that, Soviet 
Russia is not a commune. It is a tyranny, 
as absolute and as ruthless as that which 
it displaced. The Russian who imagines 
that he “owns everything” in fact owns 
nothing. He does not even own the right 
to think. Let him express an opinion ob- 

tionable to Stalin, and he simply van- 
ishes from the scene—permanently, 

Private ownership of property and in- 
dustry is not based upon a fiction that 
must be maintained by strong arm tactics. 
It is based upon the fact that a man will

do better work if he is working for him- 
self than if he is working for a state. It 
is upon that ground of demonstrable 
truth that communism will have to be 
combatted. Fact—not force—is the wea- 
pon to be employed, for that is the weapon 
against which the delusion cannot stand. 


THE CANADIAN MARKET 


Hon. H. H. Stevens told the British 
Columbia salmon canners that they will 
have to put energy into their sales cam- 
paigns if they hope to market their pro- 
duct in foreign markets, against the keen 
competition of the Japanese and Soviet 
Russia, That is good advice.- 

The Minister might also tell the can- 
ners—and a good many other classes of 
Canadian producers—that they should 
put more energy into their publicity cam- 
paigns in Canada. Vast quantities of 
Canadian foodstuffs have been going into 
foreign markets, much of which could and 
would have been consumed at home if 
means had been taken to keep Canadians 
reminded of them, and of the extent to 
which Canadian industry is affected by 
the success or non-success of the enter- 
prises concerned. 

Canadian manufacturers have been 
too prone to think that their home mar- 
ket is a restricted area, bounded on one 
side by the tariff and on the other by the 
limit of a patriotic preference for Cana- 
dian-made goods. They have too often 
overlooked the fact that the limit of that 
preference is a movable boundary, and 
that the way to broaden the field is to 
keep their wares prominently before the 
consuming public, in season and out. 

Does anyone imagine that the manu- 
facturer of the United States would be so 
firmly entrenched as he is in his own home 
market if he did not keep everlastingly at 
the job of telling his countrymen why they 
should buy his products? Canadian mak- 
ers of foods, and many other commodities, 
would profit if they drew the obvious 
moral from the example be has set. 


40 Years Ago Today

LOOKING FORWARD 


In view of the conspicuous lack of success that has 
attended pred'cters of improvement during the past 
year, this more particularly true as regards the thirty- 
sixty and ninety-day class of forecasters, and further- 
more, because of the disposition after fifteen months 
to regard the current visitation as being in the class 
of major depressions, one might be well advised to 
avoid hard and fast prediction and view the affair as 
one of those things that will wear itself out when, if 
and as conditions permit, not forgetting that we have 
suffered these things before—and have survived them 
Perhaps a few general conclusions might be permitted, 
however, One of these is, as already stated, that se- 
curity markets appear to have been pretty wel) liqui- 
dated, so much so indeed, that stocks may be said to 
be already selling on a basis of reductions in divi- 
dends that have not yet occurred and may not take 
place. Some strongly buttressed concerns undoubtedly 
have witnessed reduction in prices of their securities 
to @ point where book values of tangible assets may 
exceed the present values registered in the stock miar- 
ket. In raw materials and food crop products, also, 
prices are in @ great many instances down to or below 
cost of replacement, this, by the way, being a world 
wide condition, and with cheap money there seem 
many reasons why this should induce some buying for 
the long pull. 

The decline in commodities, it may be truly said, 
has not registered as severely in manufactured goods 
as in raw materials or foods, but the coming season's 
prices should show more evidences of readjustinents 
based on lower present costs 

It seems entirely reasonable to expect that a cer- 
tain amount of improvement should be shown with 
the opening of spring activities and that next fall 
should, in turn, see further advances in activity, It 
is hardly necessary to add that these will probably 
go forward carefully and with more than ordinary 
vegard for the admonition to keep close to shore snd 
mot venture out too far until readjustments still nec- 
essary have been made —Bradstreet's

A DIET FOR TUBERCULOSIS 


The following general regimen is one suited to 
the average type of tubercular case, The reader wili 
notice that the treatment I recommend differs con- 
s.derably from that used in many tubercular institu- 
lions, At the start of treatment it is more helpful 
to fast than to use the common “stuffing method”. 

Most tuberculars have very weak digestive systems 
to begin with and it seems folly to believe that they 
can digest large quantities of heavy foods. I usually 
begin the treatment of these patients by adv.sing 
them to take a short fruit fast, using the follow.ng 
acid fruits: apples, apricots, cherries, grapes, oranges, 
berries or tomatoes, using only one kind of these 
fruits on any one day, but varying from day to day 
as desired. ‘Th.s fruit fast shouid be con.inued for at 
least a week and in some cases as long as ten days to 
two weeks, The patient should use a warm or cold 
shower or sponge both every morning, and a warm 
enema every evening before dinner, 

After the fruit diet period, the patient may begin 
eating a breakfast, using one or two eggs prepared in 
any manner except by frying, Melba. toast, and a 
choice of any one of the following fruits, stewed with- 
out sugar: prunes, pears, figs, cherries, raisins, apples 
or ripe f.gs, using only pure sun dried unsuiphured 
fruits except in case of the apples, which may be 
baked, or the figs, which may be eaten raw if de- 
sired. 

I do not advocate a period of complete inactivity, 
since I believe that some exercise is necessary to 
bring about a gain of strength and to produce an 
elim.nation of the toxins of this disease from the 


system. One should, however, use frequent resting 
periods, and avoid becoming unduly overtired. One 
should retire early and sleep as long as possibile. 


I do not advocate exercises of the lungs or arms, 
as these might too greaUy stir up the activity in the 
lungs. The best exercise, and one which should be 
taken to some extent every day, is walking, During 
the forenoon a short walk should be taken, the dis- 
tance of which should be increased a little each day, 
The walk should not be long enough to cause ex- 
haustion, and the patient should rest immediately 
after, 

For luncheon, the patient may use one or more 
of the cooked non-starchy vegetables, such as celery, 
Spinach, small string beans, asparagus, summer 
squash, zucchini, egg plant, cucumbers, beet tops, 
small carrots, lettuce, chard, okra, chayote, kale, oys- 
ter plant, and a choice of one or more of the raw 
salad vegetables, also avocade or ripe olives if de- 
sired, No salt or salad dressings should be used, ex- 
cept a little olive oil, 

During the afternoon the patient should take 
another short walk, followed by another rest. 

The dinner should consist of one or more of the 
vegetables listed for lunch and in addition one of the 
following proteins: lean beef, mutton, chicken, turkey, 
rabbit or fish. No desserts. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Iodine 


Question: Mrs, M. writes: “I have been told that 
iodine is good for the blood and rheumatism—eight 
drops three times a day in half a glass of water. Is 
this all right? If so, should I take it before or after 
meals?” 

Answer: A very small amount of iodine is required 
by the blood, but there is some evidence to indicaie 
that iodine should not be used without a doctor's pres- 
cription, since in some cases it has proved injurious 
and has actually increased the size of some goitres. 
I believe that the best form ef iodine is that which is 
contained in sea foods, fruits and vegetables,

But 
presently Lady Holland, Lord Melbourne and Allen 
went to bed, leaving Lord Holland, Smith and Greville 
wi.h their wine. Lord Hollard was in a reminiscent 
mood and proceeded to regale his guests with anec- 
dotes of the great orators of his early days.. He had 
heard Fox and all the rest, but he considered that no 
man ever wielded such power over an assembly as 
lord Chatham (Mr. Pitt). He gave an instance of 
the great man’s remarkable control of the House of 
Commons. 

Sir Thomas Robinson, talking upon a commercial 
question, greatly bored the house. He introduced the 
word “sugar” so often that finally there was a laugh 
every time he uttered it. Mr. Pitt, who had “pu: Sir 
Hen:y up,” grew angry. Indeed, he boiled over. When 
Sir Henry sat down he jumped to his feet, his face 
red, and shouted :— 

“Mr. Speaker, sir—sugar! sugar!—I say—sugar! 
Who laughs now?” Nobody did laugh. 

Later, when he was in the House of Lords, there 
was a debate on the American war. Pit: in the 
course of his speech expressed the wish that the King 
might be awakened from his slumbers. Someone cried, 
“Order! Order!” 

“Order, my lords?” cried the speaker, “order? I 
have not been disorderly, but now I will be. I repeat 
again, I hope that His Majesty may be awakened 
from his slumbers, but that he may be awakened by 
such an awful apparition as that which drew King 
Priam's curtains in the dead of night and told him 
of the conflagration of his empire.” 

Lord Holland chuckled as he told this anecdote. 
Then he said he had one regret—he never had heard 
the famous Lord North, but he understood he was 
great in argument and well gifted with shrewdness 
and humor, He recalled an anecdote in which Lord 
North had handled an opponent severely. The man 
was Tommy Townshend, noted for his violent be- 
havior and strong language. During a debate with 
North he shouted, “Nothing will satisfy me but to 
have the noble lord’s head* I will have his head.” 

Lord North replied: “The honorable gen leman 
Says he will have my head. I bear him no malice in 
return, but I can assure him that I would on no ac- 
count have his.”

ONTARIO’S DEFICIT 

Ontario taxpayers experienced a shock yesterday 
on learning from the Provincial Treasurer's statement 
that, after three years of surpluses, there had been a 
deficit of $628 000 for the fiscai year ending Oct. 31

less than $3,270,000 ‘This ts the more surprising in 
the light of an increase of $4,600,000 in succession 
duties, and a continuance unimpaired of the profits 
from the sale of liquor, amounting to about $7,200,000.

Having been during the past 
thrce months a frequent visi or at 
the mission known: as the Com- 
munity Service M'ssion at 10542 96 
street, I have been very much im- 
pressed by the kind of work which 
is being carried on there. The mis- 
sion was organized on Oct, 24, 1930, 
having as its object the provision 
of a place to res for w men, where- 
ever and whenever . dcs‘itute g'rl 
or woman may find her way in‘o 
the city. The mission was intended 
to be a place where they could find 
sheltor and food until they were 
able to get a position and suppor! 
themselves 

Neither girls nor women having 
taken advan‘age of this opporltun- 
ity; the promoters of the work each 
even'ng at 8 pm. hold a gospel 
service, at which addresses are de- 
livered by various speakers, among 
whom are Rey, Skitch, Rev. Gard- 
ener, Rev. C. G. Sone, Rev. Vil- 
lette, Rev. Enfstrom and others, 
and at 7:30 om Sunday evening 
after each service a meal is served 
to the assembled men, Since the 
opening of the mission on Oct. 24th 
to the 6h day of January 1931, 
4,226 meals have been served. 


As a result of the gospel services | 


much good has been accomplished. 
A men's Bible Class has been es- 
tabl’shed meeting every Sunday 
morning. A Sunday school is also 
in operation, every sunday after- 
noon. The men who attend the 
various meetings in good numbers 
and join heartily in the singing, are 
very attentive during the whole 
service, taking a great interest in 
the work which is being carried on 

Never since the opening night 
has an offering been asked for in 
any of the meetings. Some of the 
tradesmen in city have been kind 
enough to send donations ‘n kind, 
bread, vegitables, coal, meat ete, 
but as will be readily seen a work 
of this kind cannot be carried on 
withou’ much expense.
